McGovern is trying to draw 
c l e a r distinctions between 
himself and the Republican 
incumbent on the pocketbook 
issues he thinks will weigh 
heavily with the voters on 
Nov. 7. 
By vowing to eliminate Si- 
billion worth of presently leg­ 
al tax advantages, McGovern 
contrasts with the Nixon ad­

In his speech Tuesday un­ 
veiling the plan, McGovern

Assistance Plan through the 
Democratic - controlled

gress. 
“ For four years, he has tal­ 
ked of Family Assistance, but 
he has shown more vigor in 
v e t o i n g child development 
and education bills than in 
pressing tor Family 
Assis­ 
tance,” McGovern said. 


Plans Contrasted 


The Nixon plan would pro­ 
vide $2,400 in cash to a family 
of four with no other income. 
McGovern said his $4,000 bas­ 
ic grant would include- both 
cash and lood stamps. 
* The Nixon proposal would 
provide aid to the working 
poor as well as to people who 


are unable to work. A family 
would lose only 50 cents in 
welfare benefits for every dol­ 
lar earned. 
McGovern was vague about 
his programs for the working 
poor. He said he had asked 
‘‘some of the nation’s leading 
economists to continue work 
on a system of tax credits 
and tax reductions to assist 
low 
and 
moderate

persons.” But he offered a 
flat guarantee that no person 
would be required to work for 
less income than he could re­ 
ceive by going on welfare.

McGovern 
aide said the Democrat’s plan 
w o u l d be somewhat less

End Tax Preference 
McGovern’s tax proposals 
would eliminate preferential 
treatment 
of capital 
gams 
and would end some other tax 
advantages enjoyed by per­ 
sons ol high income. Under 
present law, income trom in­ 
vestments is taxed at half the 
rate of income from wages 
and salaries. McGovern would 
apply the same rate to both. 


Nixon and McGovern ha\e 
both pledged there will be no 
tax increase for the average 
American next year. Nixon 
has said no higher taxes will 
be needed at all. McGovern 
said, “ No family will fare a 
tax increase if they live on 
earned income rather than in­ 
vestments.” 


Both candidates ;ire promis­ 
ing relief to property tax­ 
payers. McGovern called lor 
a $15 billion increase in feder­ 
al aid to education which he 
said would ease the pressure 
on property taxation. He said 
the boost could be paid tor 
out of the proceeds from clos­ 
ing tax loopholes ar.d cutting 


the military budget by $32 bil­ 
lion over three years. 


Nixon, in his acceptant»

Hebert, who has enjoyed a

relationship with Nixon, was

runs out on June 30, 1973. 


Defense 
Secretary'

R. Laird told a news confer­ 
ence Monday at San Clemente 
that there were only two rea­ 
sons why Nixon’s goal could 


not be reached. One would be 
if Congress failed to enact the 
special armed services pay 
bill Nixon has proposed. The 
second would be if public res­ 
pect for the military falls to 
the point where it seriously 
reduces 
enlistments. 
Laird 
said he was confident neither 
would occur. 


Hebert refused to commit

on

The Armed Services Com­ 
mittee has been generous in 
the past in authorizing in­ 
creases in pay and benefits 
but of late it has shown signs 
that it feels the cost is climb­ 
ing dangerously high.

Refund on Auto Purchase 


I, loo, have not received my excise tax refund on a new 
Dodge I purchased in November, 1971. When I bought it I 


understood that t would get a check in the near future. 


I w rote to Chi vsler Corp. which handles this for Dodge, and 


received a form letter saying that it was in the process of 
corresponding with my uealer for a verification of eligibility. 


I checked with the Dodge dealer and it had not received any 
communication from Chrysler regarding my claim. 1 would 


appreciate any help in getting my refund. L.A., Pomona. 


Action Line received a similar letter from J.T. of Chino, who 
asked tor help in getting the tax, as well as wanting to know 
why the d< iler cannot make the refund or tell him the amount 
he was to iecei'e and how the tax is determined 


Chrysler Motors Corp. tells us at no time does it show on any 
of its invoices the amount ot federal excise tax which has been 
included in the selling price ot a vehicle. 


“To begin with, it is re« essarv to understand that the excise 
tax on motor vehicles, as imposed in the Internal Revenue 
Code, was imposed on the m anufacturer, producer, or impor­ 
ter oi the motor vehicle, and not on the dealer or retail custo­ 
mer. Therefore, once the tax is paid by the manufacture r, 
procurer or importer, it is no longer a tax, but is part of the 
coct of the commodity, the sam e us any property, payroll, or 
income tax which was pa d by the m anutacturer, producer or 
importer, as pait ot his cost of doing business,” says Chrysler 
Corp. 


This tax, as it nad applied to pusserger cars and light duty 
trucks, was repealed on Dec. 10, 1971. 


However, the Internal Revnue Code still imposes a tax on 
m anufacturers, producers or importer:, of tires, inner tubes, 
tread rubber or products made wholly or in part of rubber. 
This tax has noi been repealed.

When Congress repealed the federal excise tax on Dec. 10 it 
provided tnat the m anufacturer should make refunds to the 
retail customer of its pioducts of the amount of federal excise 
tax wh cn the m anufacturer had paid to the government. After 
th< refund was in -act made to ihe customer, the manuluc- 
turer was then authorized to tile a claim for retund of such 
amount ot tax from the government. “ These refunds are sub­ 
ject to audit,” says Welsh, “ and therefore we cannot claim 
more I u n i the government than the m anufacturer originally 


paid to them .”

have' branded India an ag­ 
gressor and on the battlefield 
supplied much of the equip­ 
ment that helped India win 
the war. 
From it emerged an inde- 
p e n d e n t Bangladesh from 
what formerly was East Pa­ 
kistan. 
It placed China in an un­ 
comfortable dilemma. 
Its support of Pakistan was 
based entirely on power polit­ 
ics against India and the So­ 
viet 
Union 
and 
not 
upon 
ideology. 
As a champion of new na­ 
tions and of violent revolution 
it could have been expected 
to support Bangladesh, As a 
new member of the United 
Nations it had sought to be­ 
come the voice of the Third 
World and had pledged never 
to act as a superpower. 
The veto violated all of 
these precepts. 
Eighty-six nations had re­ 
c o g n i z e d Bangladesh and 
Bangladesh clearly had the 
support of the majority in the 
United Nations. 
Seeking to avoid the veto, 
China attempted delaying ac­ 
tion. 
She charged that Bangla­ 
desh stood in violation of two 
U.N. resolutions, one demand­ 
ing the return of all prisoners 
of war and the other calling 
for removal of all foreign 
jroops on Bangladesh soil. 
she introduced a resolution 
which would 
have delayed 
U.N. anion on the member­ 
ship applications until these 
two conditions were met. 
That resolution met deteat 
with only

li u i n r a supporting China, 
three voting against it and 
nine abstentions. 
Somalia then sought to at­ 
tach an amendment to the 
membership resolution delay­ 
ing action indefinitely.

F.leven favored Bangladesh. 
Three nations abstained. Only 
China opposed.

WASHINGTON - President 
Nixon’s 
pursuit 
of 
Jewish 
votes 
has 
collided,

ently, with a new Mideast pol­ 
icy beinc, urged upon him by 
the State Department. 


The U.S. mission in Cairo 
has reported that the Soviet- 
Egvptian break is far more 
significant 
than 
Washington 
had dared to hope. Not only 
have most Russian advisers 
been sent home, but Russian 
reconnaissance planes 
have 
also departed Egypt. 
The State Department has 
urged, 
therefore, 
that 
the 
time is ripe for the United 
States to restore better rela­ 
tions with Egypt’s President 
Sadat. A little pressure on Is- 
rael to soften its terms, the 
State Department argues, not 
onlv 
would 
improve 
U.S. 
standing in Egypt but might 
lead to a Middle East settle­ 
ment. 
President Nixon has forbid­ 
den the slightest pressure on 
Israel, however, while he is 
courting Jewish voters in the 
presidential campaign. 
He decided last year to 
make a strong appeal 
for 
Jewish votes as part of bis 
drive to broaden the base of 
the Republican party. He over­ 
ruled the 
advice of 
some 
White House advisers, par­ 
ticularly his chief of staff H, 
R. 
Haldeman, 
who 
argued 
that it would be useless to 
compete with the Democrats 
for the Jewish vote.

Despite their annual com­ 
plaints over military cuts, the 
army brass alway seems to 
have plenty of money to en­ 
tertain visiting dignitaries.

WASHINGTON — The mood 
of the country is difficult to 
ascertain from what went on 
at

vent ions. The criticisms by 
the Democrats about current 
policies and their plans to 
change them may cause de­ 
bates among many who wat­ 
ched and listened to ihe pro­ 
ceedings. The addresses, on 
the other hand, at the Republi­ 
can 
convention 
may 
have 
built confidence in the incum­ 
bent administration. 
The public-opinion polls say 
that President Nixon is run­ 
ning well ahead of his oppo­ 
nent. But the campaign will 
last more than two months, 
and the battle on prime issues 
will continue until election 
day. 
Pains of Disunity 


What is discernible thus far 
Is that the Democratic party 
is suffering the pains of dis­ 
organization. Its leaders in 
various states are either luke­ 
warm or indifferent to the na­ 
tional ticket. Senator George 
McGovern, 
the 
presidential 
nominee, has before him a 
major task — to win votes by 
means of speeches over tele­ 
vision or in local gatherings 
throughout the country. He 
has chosen an active ally in 
v i c e-presidential 
candidate 
Sargent Shriver. The charges 
and countercharges between 
the 
Republican and Demo­ 
cratic nominees will prove in­ 
teresting and probably will in­ 
fluence some voters. 


On top of all this are the 
congressional campaigns. The 
candidates for Congress are 
expected to support their na­ 
tional tit ket to get the help of 
party voters, and the fight 
w ill intensify as governors en­ 
ter the fray, too. 
Altogether, the campaign is 
hkely to be concentrated on 
trying to sway special groups 
in 
different 
parts 
of 
the 
country. There is already an 
organized effort In each party 
to get the vote of workers, 
and certainly tax reform will 
be one of the most-talked- 
about 
issues. The Vietnam 
war is winding up, and it is 
probable that the emphasis 
will be on domestic questions 
— the factors which affect the 
pocket books, such as, for in­ 
stance, the cost of living. 


While a great deal of atten­ 
tion is being given to ethn.c 
groups, 
the principal 
topic 
among the liberals will be the 
attitude of each party toward 
racial problems. Undoubtedly 
desegregation of schools is in- 
c r e a s i n g . The sentiment 
against large-scale busing is 
causing several states to ap­ 
propriate funds to improve 


schools so that the quality of 
education will be substant ially 
enhanced, thus reducing th» 
need for busing for the pur 
pose of equalizing educational 
opportunities. In some state? 
a definite stand against for 
ced busing will get more votes 
than will a lack of concern 
For parents usually do not 
like to have their children 
sent long distances to school. 
One of the big issues that 
will be discussed by the spea 
kers on both sides is taxes 
and reducing federal spend­ 
ing. Fiscal policy can be re­ 
lated to the personal income 
| 
of the average citizen, and 
millions of votes are involved 
in the controversy. 
This will be a very difficult 
year to reach 
the voters 
Many of them will not be will­ 
ing to say which candidate 
they favor. Also, the younger 
generation — especially those 
between the ages of 18 to 25 
who have not voted before — 
I 
will have to be canvassed by 
party workers. All tills will 
take a lot of money and a 
great deal of effort, but both 
parties think they can do the 
job. In any event, the Demo­ 
crats and the Republicans are 
planning to make an intensive 
try for the youth vote. It will 
be 
the first 
campaign 
in 
which so much time will be 
spent seeking the votes of 
young people. 
An important question is: 
what will influence the you­ 
nger voters? Once they are 
registered and prepared to 
cast their ballot, how much 
will they know about the is­ 
sues? Will they be likely to 
follow the lead of their par­ 
ents? Will they go to the pub­ 
lic meetings and to the de­ 
bates on current affairs? In 
many respects, 1972 presents 
more challenges than have 
arisen before. 
Dependence on Viewpoint* 
In 
politics, 
much depen 
dence often is placed on the 
v i e w p o i n t s expressed by 
friends 
and 
relatives 
ami 
neighbors. 
During the 
two 
months that campaign news 
is being reported in the press 
and on radio and TV, an op­ 
portunity will be given the vo- 
to s to become familiar with 
the main issues. Certainly the 
ba-uc questions will become 
prominent in the news be- 
promineni in the news be­ 
tween now and election day. 
In the final analysis, the 
outcome of the contest will 
turn, as always, on the feeling 
of the people as to which ad­ 
ministration can prove more 
satisfactory in carrying out 
the domestic and foreign po­

The 
apartment 
complex, 
with 82 units, was proposed 
by Real Estate Technology, 
Inc. about a month ago in its 
plans to buy the 4.8-acre par­ 
cel of land from Hibou Corp. 
Residents hearing of the prop­ 
osed project complained to 
the Montclair Planning De­ 
partment that its construction 
might cause a drop in their 
property values. They learned 
that a public hearing on the 


project was not required by 
city ordinance and quizzed 
thecity officials about voicing 
their opinions. 
Although the city's ordi­ 
nances do not require a pub­ 
lic hearing cm proposed resi­ 
dential developments under 10 
acres, the planning commis­ 
sion two weeks ago in regular 
session su^eested that resi­ 
dents in the affected neigh­ 
borhood should be notified by 
whatever means appropriate. 
More than 60 residents at 
the commission meeting Mon- 


day night. At the mating the 
residents heard the company 
representatives explain their 
plans, that included meeting 
all the city’s residential build­ 
ing standards and conditions 
imposed by the planning com­ 
mission.

UNITED NATIONS (U P I)- 


The United States said Monday 
it wants this fall's General 
Assembly to set 25 per cent 


as (he ceiling of American 
contributions to the United 
Nations’ regular budget, as 
against the current rate ut 
31.5 per cent. 
The U.S. mission here sent 
a two-page memorandum to 
all U.N. member states, gov­ 
ernments and missions hete 
outlining the arguments for 
its request. At the same time, 
the United States launched 
the

ious capitals to 
enlist 
as 
much U.N. membership sup­ 
port as possible for such a 
more. 
When the assembly’s bud­ 
getary committee meets this 
fall, the United States wants 
it—and the assembly plena- 
ry—to enunciate the principle 
that

state 
should be assessed more than 
25 per cent of the regular 
U.N. budget although states 
would remain free to con­ 
tribute as much as they want 
to the various U N. voluntary 
funds.

the U.S. 
culture’s 
Service. 
As a result, senior citizens 
pay only 50 cents per meal. So 
far, no one in the Brookline pro­ 
gram has been unable to af­ 
ford this token sum, and Miss 
Cronan is confident that agen­ 


cy assistance could be found 


if needed- 
The ability ot pay is an im­ 
portant part of the program, 
because it avoids the stigma 
of charity, hut Miss Cronan 
said in a letter that she sees 
other equally important social 
benefits. 
Before the lunch program 
began, some elderly men and 


women wouldn’t even dress 


and leave their rooms during 
the day. Now they eargerty 
don their best clothes five 
days a week to meet new 
friends over a hot lunch at 
school.

Enough Diet Calcium Fights Osteoporosis 


The nation s first executive 
mansion was a large house on 
Cherry Street in New Y’ork 
where President Washington 
resided during his first term. 


Osteoporosis — a disorder 
of thin, brittle bones — af­ 
fects almost 40 per cent of 
the American women over the 
age of 55. 
So reports Dr. Leo Lutwak, 
professor of clinical nutrition 
at Cornell University. 
Dr. Lutwak, recognized as 
one of the leading calcium re­ 
searchers, said osteoporosis is 
caused primarily from a lack 
of calcium. 
“ Calcium musi be ingested 
with the food,” according to 
Dr. Lutwak, 
“ and by and 
large the greatest source of 
calcium in the American diet 


is from milk.” 
Dr. Lutwak also said bake­ 
ry products made with en­ 
riched white flour are second­ 
ary sources of calcium, and 
also fresh vegetables. 


The researcher said a de­ 
crease in milk consumption in 
the adult population is one 
cause for increased osteopo­ 
rosis. 
“ Calcium-phosphorus ratios 
are quite important in adult 
humans,” he said, “ and when 
the phosphorus intake exceeds 
the calcium intake significant­ 
ly, you have poor absorption 
and rentention of the calcium. 


“ Generally, 
when 
people 
decrease milk consumption, 
they replace milk with some 
other beverage, and in recent 
years this has been the carbo­ 
nated beverages. 
“ Carbonated beverages con­ 
tain high amounts of phos­ 
phorus, in the form of phos­ 
phoric acid. 
The N a t i o n a l Research 
Council recommends 800 mil­ 
ligrams of calcium a day for 
the adult,” he said. 
This figure is available if 
an adult drinks two 8 ounces 
glasses of milk each day. 
Dr. Lutwak said that the 


promotion of “ relatively nut­ 
ritionally poor food products, 
such as the carbonated beve­ 
rages, at the expense of the 
more desireable and 
more 
traditional 
food 
substances 
such as milk, bakery goods, 
and vegetables” has resulted 
in a calcium deficiency in the 
American publie

MUNICH (UPI) — When you’re a guest in somebody eise’s 
house the way Bill Bowerman is here, you usually sit there 
with a nice polite smile, never get into any hassle with your 
host and even pump him up a little when he asks how every­ 
thing’s going by telling him wunderbar, Gunter, wunderbar! 
BiU Bowerman doesn’t go tor that kind of old fashioned 
sauerkraut. 
If he doesn’t like something, he stands right up and says so, 
and that’s what he’s doing now. 
He's saying the Germans aren’t running the kind of tight 
ship here at the Olympics he thought they would. He’s saying 
he thought they’d do much better.

Bill Bowerman isn’t a rabblerouser or some kind of humpty. 
He coaches the U.S track and field team , which begins com­ 
peting 1 hursday, and his credentials are in perfect o*ier. 
fhe lean, leathery-complexioned Bowerman m akes his living 
coaching the University of Oregon track team and many of his 
colleagues say there is no finer coach in the country. 
He has 30 years experience and prim arily because of him, 
prospective track stars* make a bee-line ior Oregon the same 
way yeung footballers flock to Notre Dame and basketbullers 
to UCLA. 
Bill Bowerman isn’t the kind of man w*ho goes around asking 
concessions merely because his name is Bill Bowerman. Okay, 
so what’s his beef with tne Germans? 
Boiled down, he says they t>otch-up in three different places: 
Security, transportation and communication. 
“ For balance though. I’d say the food here is great and so 
are the facilities” he savs. 
“ But security is hopeless,” Bowerman adds, standing in 
front oi one of the efficiency-type apartm ents U.S. athletes are 
being housed in at the Olympic Village. 
"You people,” Bowerman motioned to a half dozen newsmen 
listening to him, “ are concerned you can’t get in here and 
w »’re concerned too many of you are getting in. 
"You get some people running in and out of this place like 
they own it. The athletes were the ones who asked that so­ 
methin.; be done. They told me. I told Cliff Buck (Pi^sident of 
the U.S. Olympic delegation) who has worked his guts out and 
he caught all the hell from the p re ^ after that statement Iasi 
week. It wasn’t his fault at all. He wasn’t the one trying to 
keep the press out.
